SLUWLY FALLS 


Ware Places Number of Pen- 
sioners on Ralls at 996,545, 


He Thinks That the Roll Will Never | 
Again Cross the Million Line. 
He Makes Hecommendations 
Looking to Reform 
of Abuses. 


Washington, September 10.—‘The annual 
report of Commissioner of Pensions 
Ware places the total number of pen- 
sioners now on the rolis at 996,545, of 
which 729,356 are soldiers and 267.189 
are widows and dependents. Mr. Ware 
announces that it is not prebable that 
the pension roll will again cross the mii- 
lion line, the high water mark having 
been reached a ago. Five of the 
pensioners are on the roll on account of 
the war of the revolution, 1,116 on ac- 
count of the war %f 1812, 4,734 on ac- 
count of the Indian wars and 13.874 on 
account of the Mexican war. The great 
bulk of the roll is as follows: 

Civil war invalids, 703,456; widows, 
248,390; Spanish war invalids, 9,200; 
widows, 3,662; and the regular eatab- 
lishment invalids, 9,170; widows, 2,938. 
The roll shews a net loss of 2,901 pen- 
Sioners during the year. Out of a total 
Of 304,809 applications on hand during 
the year 130,109 were admitted and 113,- 
794 were rejected. 

The average annual value of each pen- 
sion is now $133. The annual value of 
the Spanish war pension roll has reached 
$1,765,310. 

Commissioner Ware makes the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

Laws forfeiting the pension or right to 
pension of any man convicted in court 
of an- infamous crime; prohibiting the 
giving of pensions to the women who 
marry soldiers after the soldiers become 
old pensioners, and a different method 
vf examining applicants for pensions, 
stamping the present system as uncer- 
tain, expensive, unsatisfactory and gen- 
erative of an enormous amount of polit- 
ica) friction. 

Mr. Ware suggests boards constituted 
of experts under civil service rules 
which should go from place to place on 
fixed days, giving examinations and re- 
ceiving testimony regarding the condi- 
tion of applicants and making reports 
thereon. He’ also recommends a law 
providing for superannuated clerks, vig- 
orously urging some law of retirement 
and provision,

HIS SUPPOSED CORPSE 
SHIPPED FROM TEXAS 


Twenty Years Ago It Was Interred 
and Relatives Mourned — Now 
Jack Reid Bobs Up in 
Griffin Very Muck 
Alive. 


Griffin, Ga., September 10.—(Special.)— 
It is allotted to very few men the op- 
portunity of standing over the grave in 
which is supposed to rest their mortal 
bodies long since turned to mother clay 
and walk among friends of their child- 
hood, who for years have believed them 
dead, yet such is the experience of Jack 
Reid. and the story of his life outrivals 
the fiction of Marie Correlli or Hall 
Caine. 

Over twenty years ago Jack Reid was 
thought to. have died in a western city, 
and his remains were shipped to Grif- 
fin and buried in the family burial 
ground. 

Last night a man claiming to be Jack 
Reid reached this city, and today has 
proved, beyond the shadow of a doubt. 
that his claim was true. He has told 
small incidents happening in the life of 
Reid which no gne but Reid could know, 
and while at first his story was scorned 
as untrue, those most competent to judge 
are emphatic in the assertion that the 
man is none other than what he claims. 

Reid belongs tO one of the most prom- 
inent families in Georgia, and before tia2 
civil war his father was one of the wealth- 
iest men in middie Georgia. Jack was 
a wild boy, 
prodigality that sheckel many of 
friends, and spent money with a lavish 
hand. At his father’s death, he inherit- 
ed a considerable fortune, and when he 
became of age it is said that his guar- 
dian gave him $50,000 in gold. He did 
not realize the value of money, and 
looked. upon it simply as the means oi 
gratifying his appetite for pleasure, and 
even to this day tales are told of his 
reckless extravagance. 

He married a Miss Boston, 
nah, but their married life was 
they were divorced, 
again married, but soon after left 
and went to the far west, af- 
ter having squandered the princely inher- 
itance left by his father. Little is known 
of his life in the west. He says he made 
a fortune in California, which he iost by

Last night Officer Brown saw a man 
standing on the corner of Hill and Solo- 
mon streets, evidently bewildered or un- 
certain as to where he wished to go. The 
officer spoke to him, asking him his name. 
He replied that it was of no concern to 
the officer, but stated that he would lke 
to be referred to a hotel. 
directed him where to find a lodging 
house and he left. This morning he 
again appeated upon the streets, and 
seeing a sign bearing the name of Reid, 
he entered the place of business of Reid 
& Gordon, Seeking out Mr. Reid, he 
divulged bis identity, but asked that it 
bo kept quiet. He said he was Jack 
Reid and had come back to his old home 
to make inquiries about his family, but 
did not want any one to recognize him. 
To this Jim Reid would not consent, and 
told several friends of the statement of 
the man who had just come into his 
store. 

As soon as !t became known that a man 
claiming to be Jack Reid was in Griffin 
and in the flesh, scores of people began 
crowding around the man and plying him 
with thousands of questions. His mind 
does not seem to be perfectly clear, but 
the answers he gave proved beyond a 
doubt that he is really Jack Reid and the 
man who was buried as Jack 
Reid over twenty years ago was 
an imposter. Mir. Reid says he 
knew ._ of the imposition which was 
practiced upon his relatives, but declines 
to state why it was done.

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GIRLS DEFLOWERED 
BEFORE PARENTS. 


Sofia, September 10.—A European 
merchant who left Monastir Sep- 
tember 8, has arrived at Sofia and 
has given an account of the ter- 
rible conditions prevailing in the 
vilayet of Monastir. 

Throughout the vilayet of Mo- 
nastir the Turkish soldiers are 
daily perpetrating almost incon- 
ceivable atrocities. They dishonor 
the young girls in the presence of 
their parents and pillage and mur- 
der everywhere. Even funeral 
processions are halted and the 
corpses stripped of the new 
clothes in which they are dressed 
according to the Macedonian bur- 
ial costume. The priests’ vest- 
ments are seized and the soldiers 
sel] al] their plunder openly, the 
officets apparently consenting. 

The informant says the Christian 
inhabitants hourly fear a general 
massacre by the Mussulmans, 
whose fanatical- hatred of the 
Christians has reached the highest 
point. The shops are closed in 
Monastir, business is suspended 
and the streets are deserted. Even 
the consuls do not daTre to ven- 
ture outside their homes, Euro- 
peans desiring to see thé burned 
villages are prevented by the au- 
thorities on various ‘excuses. The 
British consul, wamted ta./ga to 
Smilevo, but Hilma’ Pasha inform- 
ed him that he could not ®uaran- 
tee his safety, as the revolution- 
aries had plotted to kill him.

UREAT FURROWS 
IN Tht ULYMPIA 


Norfolk, Va., September 10.—With two 
long, deep furrows extending along the 
port and starboard sides of her under- 
body and a powerful stream of water 
gushing from a crushed plate beneath her 
engine room, the cruiser Olympia is rest- 
ing in the wood drydock of the. Norfolk 
navy yard. 

The work of docking was. a delicate 
task for Naval Constructor Evans, owing 
to the injuries the ship sustained when 
she ran upon a ledge rock off the har- 
bor of Portland, Me., during the recent 
naval maneuvers, but it was accomplished 
safely and for the first time since the 
accident has the damage been acéurate- 
ly seen, 

Along the starboard side of the Olym- 
pia’s bottom for a distance of $6 feet. or 
from frame 22 to frame 48, there ex- 
tends an indentation 2 1-2 inches deep. 
On the port bottom, from frame 2! to 
frame 45, a distance of 45 feet, the plates 
are dented to a depth of 5 1-2 inches and 
many are buckled, Bene&th the’ engine 
room there is a broken seam and from 
this the contents of the watertight com- 
partments that saved the vessel 'from 
sinking on her trip down the coast, was 
rushing a steady torrent all of today.

At Bukovit, between Krichevo and Gos- 
tiva, the insurgents surprised a boay Oz 
bashi-bazouks pillaging the village. The 
latter were attacked and many were 
killed. Near Midish, district of Kostur, 
it is reported that a band led by Tohakal- 
oroff has defeated a detachment of Turk- 
ish troops, who had about sixty killed. 
Many wounded Turks are arriving at 
Monastir, filing the hospitals. The pop. 
ulation In the district of Veles are ree 
ported to be in a terrible condition. Near. 
ly all their villages have been plundered 
and destroyed. The old men, women and 
children were brutally flogged by the 
soldiers and many were killed, the bashi- 
bazouks leaving the bodies unburiea. 

A telegram from Burgas states that 
2,000 Turkish soldiers, with two cane 
non, have landed near Vasiliko, on the 
Black sea, and attacked the town, which 
is still occupied by the insurgents.*

Interesting Figures Are Fur- 
nished by Commerce 
Commission, 


_— 


Washington, September 10.—The inter- 
stato commerce commission today made 
public statistics covering parts of a.gen- 
eral report on the state regulation and 
taxation of railways in the United States 
in 1902. It shows that thirty states’ ex- 
ercise contro] over railways through com- 
missions and says the Jegislative tendency 
during the past twelve years have been 
in the direction of.more efficient control, 
over rates. - hig 

Of the thirty state commissions twenty 
are declared to be'ciothed with power to 
control passenger and freight rates. The 
other ten do not exercise that control. 
The report indicates a ‘‘tendency toward 
extension of the regulative power of com- 
missions over transportation agencies 
other than railways and a slight tendency 
toward payment of commissions out of 
publie funds rather than by a special tax 
on railways and toward an increase in 
the term of oOffice.’”’ The power to Make 
joint rates has been slightly increased. 
The report adds: : 

“A study of the railway statutes during 
the past twelve years indicates a slight 
distrust of the ability of railroad commis- 
sions at present organized to control the 
railway situation.’’

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Juvenile Senator Tells of Roose- 
vell’s Financial Views, 


Fresh from Oyster Bay, Beveridge 
Informs Indiana\ Banks Just 
What Roosevelt Proposes 
That Congress Shall Do 

\ as to Finance. 


South Bend, Ind., September 10.—The 
seventh annual convention of Indiana 
bankers was addressed today by United 
States Senator Beveridge. Senator Bev- 
erldge has but recently returned from 
@ visit with the president at Oyster Bay 
and his positive assertions with regard 
to the action of the coming session of 
congress were thus given weight 

Speech’ of Beveridge. 

Senator Reveridge said: 

“The coming session of congress will 
mot enact any radical or sweeping finan- 
cia] legislation. Except in great emer- 
Eencies, moderation is the word in all 
financial legislation. The stability of 
financial legislation, even though imper- 
fect, is more desirable than sudden and 
comprehensive changes even though those 
changes are toward greater perfection. 
Some moderate financial legislation which 
will relieve the periodically recurring 
money stringency in the money center is 
probably desired and may be enacted, 
but such legislation, if enacted, will be 
eimple. 

‘*"The maintenance of credit is the only 
great financial question and always must 
be. Credit is only another name for 
confidence. Confidence is preserved by 
reasonably permanent adjustment of bus- 
iness to any given lines of financial and 
commercial policy more than by all other 
things put together. 

“I do not mean that there should not 
be gradual changes in all of our laws 
@s those laws here and there become out 
of date. But I do mean that it is better 
for business to steadily adhere to some 
settled line of policy than to suddenly 
and radically change tt. Our whole 
financial and industria] legislation should 
be steady and not spasmodic. 

Bankers Should Quit Fighting. 

“Within banking circles themselves all 
contentions should cease. There is no 
natural antagonism between éastern and 
western bankers. Naturally their inter- 
ests are the same. Bankers east and 
west are the financial servants of a sin- 
gle people under a simgle flag. If west- 
ern bankers when they do not need their 
money make loans to the customers of 
New York bankers, for example, as is 
universally. done, and when they need 
their money again take it away and re- 
quire the entire finanrial necessities of 
business in the east to be cared for by 
eastern bankers whose territory they 
have invaded, western bankers should not 
object to a measure which wil] relieve 
the local eastern stringency which the 
western bankers themselves have caused. 
On the contrary, the eastern bankers 
should? not invade the territory of western 
bankers when eastern money is plen- 


tiful and thus invite reprisals in their {

own field by the western bankers. There 
should be mutual] consideration, each sec- 
tion taking care of the financial necessi- 
ties of its own people, as long as it has 
the money to do so and relieving the 
necessities of another section only when 
they are not able to take care of them- 
seives. 

“Upon the shoulders of the bankers of 
the country more than upon any one set 
of business men depends the continuance 
of our present prosperity. And if with- 
out reason the bankers indulge in 
vague apprehensions they will them- 
selves bring about the very thing which 
they fear. If the bankers begin to exer- 
cise cowardice instead of prudence; if 
without any reason except timidity they 
begin to contract their loans and reduce 
their credits that confidence upon which 
all business rests and of which the bank- 
ers themselves are the beneficiaries will 
be impaired. But this will not Occur. 
The bankers of the republic are too intel- 
ligent, too brave, too patriotic ” 

Fowler Sees Chicago Bankers. 

Chicago, September 10.—Congressman 
Charles N. Fowler, chairman of the 
house committee on banking 4nd cur- 
rency, is in Chicago to confer with bans- 
ers on the details of the financial bill 
he is to introduce at the extra session 
of congress. 

Mr. Fowler’s proposed bill provides for 
a retirement of the greenmbacks, or for 
their ‘impounding’ through a stipula- 
tion that the banks be compelled to hold 
40 per cent of their cash reserves in 
United States notes. The second feature 
is for the disposition of all public money 
in banks, the government to get 2 per 
cent interest, and be secured by a first 
lien on bank assets, the relationship be- 
tween the government and the banks 
thus resembling the present relationship 
of states and municipalities to the banks 
where they keep their money on deposit. 
Deposits are not to be larger than 50 
per cent of the paid up capital of banKs 
receiving them. 

The third feature of the bill will be a 
prov ision for ‘“‘asset’’ or ‘‘credit cur- 
rency. National banks will be permitted 
to put out such currency by depositing in 
the United States treasury gold coin or 
government ‘bonds equal to 5 per cent 
of the amount so put.

The Is- 
lands, which have been under British 
administration for the last twenty-five 
years, were originally infested by pirates, 
who were driven out by the chartered 
company, of Borneo. The action of the 
Iroquois wag brought to the attention of 
the foreign office, which then took the 
matter up. 

It is asserted at the foreign office 
that the whole question of the islands is 
now under consideration at London and 
in Washington and that when Foreign 
Secretary Lansdowne returns arbitration 
will be suggested. 

No Statement at Washington. 

Washington, September 10.—A commu-

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BUBONIC PEST 
FOUGHT BY FIRE 


Toreh Applied to Number of 
Infected Buildings at 
Marseilles, 


+ 

Marseilies, September !0.—A number of 
buildings on the outskirts of this elty 
where suspected cases of bubonic plague 
had been reported were destreyed by 
fire today. The sanitary offictals sed 
sulphur in the disinfection of merchan- 
dise in the buildings and the flames com- 
municated to the buildings themselves, 
Only the walls were left standing. ‘The 
officials here continue to assert that the 
existence of the plague has not been 
established, but they admit that eight 
suspicious eases, five of which resulted in 
death, have ocurred. These cases orig- 
inated in a cargo of rags brought here 
from Constantinople. 

The unofficial reports make the situation 
more serious, The dead, it appears, in- 
clude four women and gne magn, whose 
bodies were covered with buboes, leaving 
little doubt as to the nature of the dis- 
ease. Eighteen suspects, including four 
infants, are under surveillance. The ves- 
sel which brought the cargo of rags has 
been isolated. 


CANCER KILLED 
POPE LEO Xill 


So Alleges Eminent Physi- 
cian in Attack On Lap- 
poni and Mazzoni. 


Rome, September !0.—Professor Car- 
}darelli, the eminent physician, who is a 
member of the senate, publishes in The 
Rivista d'Italia today a long articie to 
€emonstrate that Pope Leo XIII died 
of tuberculosis cancer. He fortifies his 
Statement with arguments based on his 
Own experience and that of authorities 
Such as Trousseau, Barth, Trankel and 
Zagari, to show that all the symptoms 
of the illmess of Pope Leo XIII stated 
in Officia] bulletins by Drs Lapponi and 
Mazzoni lead to the conclusion that the 
late pope was not affected by pleurisy 
or pleuro-pneumonia. 

Professor Cardarelli affirms that from 
the moment bloody liquid appeared in 
the pleura, and especially when the fluid 
gathers deceitfully without pain or fever 
or manifest cause of pleurisy, the diag- 
nosis of pleurisy must be excluded and 
that when the liquid forms in the righi 
Oleura it usually indicates cancer or 
hydrothorax in aged people. There are 
forms of senile pleurisy or pneumonia, he 
continues, in which fever, pain and cough 
are jacking, but these are almost without 
exception of a tuberculosis nature. ‘The 
declaration that the post-mortem exdmi- 
nation confirmed the diagnosis made by 
Drs. Lapponi and Mazzoni, the profes- 
| SOr deciares, is not sufficient, as only 
reareful microscopic examination in these 
cases can establish the rea] affection of 
the pleura. The professor's statement 
concludes as foliows: 

“Hematic serum gathered deceitfully 
without fever, pain or cough in an old 
man of 94 years with diminishing 
strength should have made the doctors 
ihink of caneer of the pleura or tuber- 
culous hydrothorax instead of pleurisy, 
pleuro-pneumonia or senile pulmonary 
hepitization, but {It is impossible to make 
a diagnosis without having seen the pa- 
tient and without precise data on the 
chemical nature of the composition @f the 
liquid taken from the pleura. Faithful 
to a high pledge taken, I have waited 
forty days from the death of the pope 
before making this publitration.”’

The 
power plant there hag been in operation 
Only about two years, but various cotton 
mills and other industries are now using 
practicaly ‘ali the power there. Some- 
thing like 38,000 to 10,000 horse-power is 
generated at that point. ‘Ihe fact that 
this power is all being used—onmly 240 
horse-power now being idle—showe#@ tne 
extent of the industrial development in 
Columbus in the past two years, 

The next thing in order will be the 
building of the big power plant at the 
Clapp’s factory, two miles above the city, 
by the Chattahoochee Falls Company. 
The power development there will be still 
greater than at North Highlands, and will 
afford power for quite a number of new 
factories. The Chattahoochee Falls Com- 
pany is now getting in shape to build 
this dam. When the power developed at 
Clapp’s factory is all taken, the Coweta 
Power Company will erect a huge dam 
at a point a few miles further up this 
stream. On the property of this last- 
named company. the Cinattahoochee river 
falls over 160 feet. There is on the Chat- 
tahoochee river between Columbus and 
West Point more power than is now de-

Alabama Legislature Vote For 
the Appropriation, 


House Passes Bill for Erection of 
New Buildings for the Home, 
And Appropriate $125 for 
the Support of Each Old 
Soldier. 


Monigomery, Ala., September 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The feature of the today 
was the passage of the bill to appropriate 
$25,000 for the erection of new buildings 
and the appropriation of $125 each for 
the stpport of the inmates of the Jeffer- 
son soldiers’ home at Mountain Creek, 
Ala, This bill gives the state the control 
of the home. The governor is given the 
power to appoint a board of management 
consisting of three members of the state 
at large and one member from each con- 
gressional district. The passage of this 
bill by the house does not by any means 
mean that it will become a law, as the 
governor has made known to the members 
of the legislature his intentions in refer- 
ence to making any large appropriations, 
but it is not thought that the gcvernor 
will veto this measure. 

The house worked hard all day and 
passed many bills. 

The house was opened at 10 o'clock to- 
day by prayer by the Rev. Mr. Fllimt, of 
this city. Eighty-three members were 
present. The following general biiis were 
passed: 

To create a management of the state 
normal schools located at Troy, Living- 
ston, Florence and Jacksonville. 

To protect and encourage fish raising in 
Alabama. 

To provide for refurnishing the capitol 
and keeping the grounds In order. 

To regulate the sale of spirituous, vin- 
ous and malt liquors in the state. 

To authorize cities and towns to own 
water works plants and to furnish water. 

Mr. Bankhead introduced another reso- 
lution calling for an investigation of the 
calendar by the rules committee so as to 
get the general bills before the house at 
once. 

Mr. Goldsmith, of Lowndes, made a, mo- 
tion that the ways and means committee 
be requested to report his bill to repeal 
the tax on mortgages. Ili# motion was 
lost.

Special Tax Bill Passes. 

Consideration of the bill pending on ad- 
journment yesterday afternoon to provide 
for an election to levy. and collect a spe- 
cial tax for the support of public schools 
in the various counties of the state was 
taken up, amended and passed, The bil:

courts may, upon a petition of two hun-

WANTS $12,000 


Decision To Ask For This Sum 
Reached Yesterday, 


Petition of Carnegie Library Based 
on the Requirement Made in 
Other Cities by Mr. Carne- 
gie—Library Is Worth 
$200,000. 


The appropriation to be asked for next 
year by the trustees of the Carnegie li- 
brary will be $12,000. 

This uecision was reached yesterday af- 
ternoon at the “political meeting’’ of the 
trustees and was embodied in a petition 
which will be put in circulation among 
the patrons of the library and citizens 
generally immediately. 

In addition to the $12,000 for next 
year the petition will ask also for $2,- 
000 to be applied to the expenses for the 
remainder of the year i903. 

So far this year the iibrary has re- 
ceived $7,000, this being the regular ap- 
propriation of $5,000, to which $2,000 was 
later added by council. It has been fig- 
ured, however, that the library niust have 
bare necessities the sum of $12,000 
annually, and the trustees have deter- 
mined to ask for this amount and to 
back Up their request with the names 
of thousands who patronize the library, 

There will be a copy of the petition 
piaced in each department of the library 
and each visitor to the institution will 
be asked to sign. Besides this all the 
trustees will carry copies of the petitien 
and will make a personal canvass fér 
signatures among their: friends and ai2- 
quaintances.

Mr. Patterson’s Tribune Letters. - 

Anotaer notable contribution to the 
discussion of the race question and 
of southern conditions, from the pen 
of Mr. Raymond Patterson, staff cor- 
respondent of The Chicago Tribune, 
is reproduced in today’s Constitution. 
We have heretofore taken occasion to 
make referenee to the great value of 
Mr. Patterson’s letters from the 
southern states and the particular 
significance of their appearance in the 
newspaper with which he is associ- 
ated—a newspaper whigh, standing as 
representative of the best republican 
thought of today is entirely free from 


| the old-time bias and prejudice which 


controlled in the days of misunder- 
standing following the civil war. 
How completely that former attitude 
has been abandoned by this particu- 
lar newspaper and by the great ma- 
jority of the northern people finds il- 
lustration in @ recent’ editorial in 
which The Tribune takes to task 
those bloody-shirt wavers and south- 
haters among the few newspapers 
which still “let no chance pass to 
taunt, insult ,and patronizingly re 
prove the south.” Of these newspa- 
pers and the political elements they 
represent, The Tribune says: 


This is what we wish to say to the 
south: The ill wil] displayed toward that 
section of the country by these northern 
newspapers can not be found in the slight- 
est degree in the breast of the average 
northern citizen. The northern newspa- 
pers which are intent on keeping the na- 
tion disunited do not, in that particular, 
reflect the sentiment even of their own 
constituencies. Far from harboring malice 
against the south, residents of the north 
regard it with a positive liking—with a 
feeling which may be regarded as senti- 
mental. Nothing, we believe, demon- 
strates the truth of this observation bet- 
ter than tke reception always accorded by 
audiences.in northern music halls, con- 
ventions, theaters, and parks to the tune 
of ‘Dixie.’ The vociferous applause wh.ch 
never f2ils to greet this cld anthem of the 
confederacy indicates not only delight 
in its stirring strains, but joy that the 
south has becOme again a prosperour, 
progressive, loyal part of the country. 


The gallentry of the southern volunteers /[ 


| 


in the Spanish war evoked as much pride 
in northern cities and on northern farms 
as did the courage and heroism of the 
sors of federal soldiers. The use of word: 
northerr. and southern which the purpose 
of this article has made necessary docs 
not’ find a reflection in the ordinary 


thought of the people who live north of 


Mason and Dixon's lne—a line whieh 
should no longer divide sections. 

That is the rea] northern spirit and 
no newspaper is doing more than The 
Chicago Tribune to promote the 
friendliness which inspires it. The 
excellent letters of Mr. Patterson, 
written as they are in the spirit of 
an honest searcher after the truth, 
have done a vast deal of good since 
they have given not only the army of 
regular readers of The Tribune an 
insight into tae true conditions at the 
south. but being reproduced in other 
prominent newspapers like The New 
York Heralé and The Washington 
Post have found many readers in 
every corner of the country. 

With the main features of Mr. Pat- 
terson’s summing .up of the: situation 
and with the remedies he suggests for 


the correction of manifest evils, most 


of the thinking men of the south will 
agree. The white men of the south- 
ern states stand almost to a man back 
of every effort to educate the negro 
on industria] lines. The few who may 
have expressed themselves in antag- 
onism to the sort of industrial educa- 
tion for which Booker T. Washington 
stands as exemplar belong to a past 
generation in thought, if not in years. 
So, too, does the white south, taken 
as a whole, stand squarely and af- 
firmatively for the primary education 
of the masses—white and black. 

No race and no people have ever 
injured by being given the 
groundwork of a primary education; 
realizing this, the southern states are 
educating the black children and will 
continue to do so; whether Mr. Pat- 
terson’s plan for federal aid will ma- 
terialize into anything substantial is 
for the people of the northern states 
to say. We will continue to do our 
best without outside aid. 

All this, and much more, toward the 
elevation of the negro and his devel- 
opment along the lines of good citi- 
zgnship. First of all things, the op- 
portunity to work. He is given that 
at the soutH, though denied it in most 
vocations at the north. That he will 
be “deprived of his commanding posi- 
tion as the sole labor supply of the 
south” is inevitable, for the need of 
more labor én this section is as press- 
ing as the need of better labor. We 
want white immigration because we 
need more labor, and the prospects 
are so inviting that the whites wild 
come; and we believe that such labor 
will improve the quality of the whole, 
the whites acting as a corrective and 
an incentive to colored workers in all 
lines. 

With regard to the suggestions of 
Mr. Patterson bearing upon politics, 
it is only necessary to say that the 
criticisms aimed at the south by 
northern politicians and misguided 
patriots have been for doing what the 
representative of The Chicago Trib- 
une advises. If northern agitators, 


‘ignorant of the facts or working to 


their own selfish ends, will let the 
negro alone, there will be no political 
race question at the south. “Chain up 
all anarchistic negro editors north of 


“the Mason and Dixon line, and put in 


comfortable asylums southern states- 
men who oppose the education of the 
negro,” says Mr. Patterson. 

The suggestion that “every pistol 
pocket be sewed up” meets the hearty 
approval of all right-thinking south- 
ern men, The pistol-toter is becom- 
ing less numerous with each passing 
year, but there are entirely too many 
of his breed still. It is sincerely to 
be hoped that his day will soon be 
gone, for he is a megace to the civil- 
ization which he often professes to

Purely Incidental. 

An incidental feature of the admira- 
ble appeal of Bishop Candjer against 
the lynching evil was his reference to 
the, dangers that may come to the 


south through the misinterpretation 


of the utterances of some southern 
orators who appear from time to time 
upon the lecture platform to present 
their views upon the race question in 
its different phases. In our comment 
upon the bishop’s letter we made no 
reference to this feature because in 
our opinion its main purpose, the de- 
mand for the putting down and keep- 
ing down of the mob, was of over- 
shadowing importance, touching as 
it does the greatest danger menacing 
not the south alone, but the entire 
country. 

For some reason not exgctly clear, 
the editor of our esteemed evening 
contemporary, The News, seems to 
have faken the incidental reference 
of the bishop as applying particularly 
to himself, and takes occasion, ac- 
cordingly, to devote a very consider- 
able editorial space to a good-temper- 
ed attack upon what he calls “The Fat 
Bishop.” - 

A careful re-reading of Bishop 
Candler’s letter leads to the conclu- 
sion that the eminent divine had no 
purpose to attack any one gentleman 
Or any several gentlemen who have 
appeared upon the lecture platform, 
but he used this incidental reference 
solely for the purpose of illustrating 
the danger, as he sees it, in a discus- 
sion of southern conditions upon 4 
basis which may by any possibility be 
distorted by the critics of the south 
into excuse’ for or defense of the. ]lynch- 
ing evil, There was no mention of the 
eloquent editor of The News nor of 
others who have often been heard by 
Chautauqua assemblies, though we be- 
lieve the bishop did say something 
about thrifty statesmen rushing to the 
lecture platform in years when con- 
gréss is not in session—presumably re- 
ferring to Senator Tillman. 

Certainly Bishop Candler did not 
charge that any of the south’s brilliant 
array of lecturers had come out in 
open advocacy of lynching. There 
could have been no thought of such a 
charge against the editor of The News, 
for as that gentleman points out, not- 
withstanding uncalled for comment to 
the contrary, he is squarely with the 
bishop in_his abhorrence of that evil, 
He again joins the ranks of the anti- 
lynching crusaders by printing that 
portion of his Chautauqua address in 
which he eloquently declared: “‘Lynch- 
ing isacrime. No sane mas will deny 
that proposition. It is anarchy. It is 
riot. It is a blow to the constitution. 
It is a stab at the law. It is deplora- 
ble. It is awful. It is appalling!” 

It is apparent that the editor of The 
News can join hands with Bishop 
Candler, The Constitution, and the 
great majority of the right-thinking 
people of the country in using every 
effort to prevent, by a crusade if need 
be, resort to lynching under any and 
all circumstances. Bishop Candler 
made this the main point, the over- 
shadowing argument, of his appeal; 
the editor of The News made it in his 
eloquent address and makes it again 
in his editorial columns. 

The purely incidental references of 
Bishop Candler ought not to be mag- 
nified to the disparagement of his 
main purpose. 

The work in hand is of too great im- 
portance to permit personalities to get 
in the way.

The State Board of LMealth. 

The formal organization of the state 
board of health, created under an act 
of the general assembly at its last ses- 
sion, marks an important step toward 
the regulation and stamping out of 
contagious diseases in Georgia. 

The creation of the board was really 
the work of the physicians of the state. 
For several years they had been carry- 
ing on a campaign of education whicn 
in the end brought the desired results. 
The value of such an organization 
—thoroughly representative as it is of 
the most enlightened medica] sense of 
the state—cannot be overestimated. 
Even in times when there is no gen- 
eral epidemic, there is always work to 
be done in some portion of a state so 
large as Georgia; but even if there 
were nothing more to be done in time 
of immunity than to prepare for the 
systematic suppression of trouble 
when it comes, a board of this kind 
would be found of inestimable value. 

The personnel of the board is excel- 
lent. Governor Terrell was exceeding- 
ly happy in his appointments, select- 
ing men who have the fullest confi- 
dence of the medical fraternity in the 
sections they represent, and of the 
staie at large. The election of Dr. 
Willis F. Westmoreland to the presi- 
dency was a deserved compliment to 
one who was most active in the move- 
ment which resulted in the creation of 
the state board; and his high standing 
in his, profession and his well-known 
executive talent nov only insure the 
highest type-.of service for the state, 
but the fullest confidence of the peo- 
ple. Dr. Harris, the secretary of the 
board, is the son of Judge Samps Har- 
ris, of Carroll, and has made for him- 
self an excellent name among the phy- 


Sicilians of Atlanta, where he has re- 
sided for severa] years.

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IN SOLVING OF THE RACE PROBLEM 


By RAYMOND PATTERSON, in The Chicago Tribune. 


N summing up the results of my study 

of the negro question I am much im- 

- pressed with the belief, to which I 
have frequently referred, that the south 
Is too near:to the negro and the north 
too far away from him. There is, I be- 
eve, a safe middle ground on which 
the north and gscuth will ultimately unite, 
and that middle ground will be the best 
for the negro himself. The most impor- 
tant thing to be observed, ik my belief, 
is the necessity’ for extreme caution in 
disturbing present conditions. The north 
must beware of making things worse. 
The gouth must ayandon its idea that 
the negro is hopeless. The negro him- 
self, meanwhile, must be patient. As a 
ace he is not vet competent tu decide 
What is best fur him. He is a babe 
in aims, so far as the civilized world is 
concerned, and if he does not obey it is 
likely the big world will compel tim to 
do so by the exercise of wapleasant force. 
The Indian was exterminated because 
he resisted the irresistible. The negro is 
as ignorant as ever the Indian was, but 
he is by nature tractable, so that he is 
destined to a slow process of im prove- 
ment rather than a rapid one of annihi- 
lation, 

In @ word, the negro !s not likely to 
have much voice in the settlement of 
the race question for some time to come. 
This seems harsh, but. the tail seldom 
dces much tcward guiding the footsteps 
of the dog. The north and south are 
toth to blame for the present @isagree- 
able situation, and each must modify 
its point of view tc teach on accurate 
and enduring settlement. The negro is 
@® human being, capable of rapid improve- 
ment, and destined in the end to partic- 
ipetion in the actual management of the 
republic. The south must awake to this 
and stop thinking of the gegro as a 
despised benderen, or as a mere domes- 
tic ¢nimal. The north must abancon its 
hysterical attitude. It must admit that 
the negro as a race ig not the equal of 
the white man, and that until he approx- 
imates the Caucasian in general racial 
intelligence he cannot safely be intrusted 
Vith full political power. 

Race Question Complicated. 

Meanwhile, in seeking fdr the desired 
middle grourd, the ccuntry must bear 
in mind that the race quostion is an ex- 
tremely complicated one. There are is- 
sues at stake involving politics, educa- 
ticn, labor, immigration, industrial and 
agricultural necessities, which must be 
fettled long before we reach the great 
issue Of possible soc‘al equality, which, 
after all, is only the fatric of a dream 
So far as the present century is con- 
cerned. 

The hysteria in the north over the 
negro question is almost always grouped 
about the political situation in the south. 
I doubt if there is a first-class hotel in 
eny large northern city which would 
rake a practice of receiving negro guests 
and keep out of bankruptcy. Yet in these 
same northern communities, where the 
negro is not granted the slightest sem- 
bianee of social equality, ard properly 
80, the demand is constantly made that 
the south ¢hall permit him to vote and 
hold important offices, which would of 
necessity involve constant close associa- 
‘icn with the white people. The peopl: 
of the north must divest themselves of 
the idea that the welfare of the negro 
is, for the present at Imst, in any way 
econected with the exercise of the right 
of suffrage. 

The Mecca cf the southern negro to- 
day is here in Wastington. Why is 
this? Neither negroes nor whifes vote 
in the District of Columbia. The white 
ard black children are provided with 
separate schools, and the lines between 
the two races are drawn with a care en- 
tirely vonknown in citics a few degrees 
farther north. In New York or Chicago 
the negro can secure the unrestricted 
right of suffrage and his children can 
sit side by side in the rublic schools with 
the boys and girls of white parents. Yet 
the negro does not hrrry north, because 
the avenues cf employment ar- not as 
gc6d there as they are in the south, and 
é€lso because in the north the negro ‘s 
treated as a man, and if he Joes not 
work is apt to starve. Until the negro 
gathers in sufficient quantities in the 
north to make him an important politi- 
cal factor his right of suffrage will not 
appear particularly valuable to him. I[n 
eouthern Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois the 
negroes generally sell] their votes at 
every election, and this statement will 
not be controverted by any well-inform- 
ed, frank politician frcem either party in 
that section. 

The south tcday is governed exclusive- 
ly by white men, and so far as my Ob- 
servation goes that section of the coun- 
try js cleaner in its politics than the 
north. Vote buying is not common, and 
the average scale of political morality in 
the cotton states is decidedly high. 

Suffrage a Mistake. 

Why cannot we be honest and admit 
at once publicly, as most of us do pri- 
vately, that the granting of the suffrage 
to the negro immediately after the war 
was a terrible mistake? The time has 
not yet come when it is safe to give the 
ballot to the illiterate negro millions. It 
is doubtless true that the methods adopt- 
ed by the south to eliminate the negro 
from politics were at first generally 
cruel, and are frequently now. uncon- 
Stitutional, but after an honest survey 
of the situation, in such time as I have 
been able to give to it, I am satisfied 
they adopted the only way to repair the 
serious breach in the social and commer- 
cial fabric of the south, and that the end 
justified the means. 

The negro in the south is out of poli- 
tics now. Let him stay out a bit longer. 
It will not hurt him in the least. On the 
contrary, it is only when he is out of 
politics that he can hope to secure the 
support of his white neighbors, without 
which his uplifting mrust be impossible: 
The ballot does not help the negro to 
secure work or to educate his children. 
He is much too ignorant to apply the 
remedy of the suffrage to disperse the 
evils of his present condition. 

The manifest future of the negro race 
in America lies along the line of mental 
and industrial culture. Booker T. Wash- 
ington is right and Professor Dubois 
and T. Thomas Fortune are dangefously 
wrong. The negro editors of the north, 
who write inflammatory editorials, which 
are circulated among the ignorant plan- 
tation hands, are not the real friends 
of the black race. Booker T. Washing- 
ton today is wholly devoid of the sympa- 
thy and the support of nine-tenths of the 
leaders of his own race. Yet in some 
strange way this great negro, a century 
ahead of his own people in intellectual 
grasp of a complex situation, sees clearly 
that the black mar must be equipped to 
fight the real battle of the .world, that 
he must learn economy and frugality, 
that he must acquire property, and that 
he must make for himself a place in 
the community from which he cannvt be 
dislodged. 

Public Office No Help. 

The negro in the south is not helped 
by being appointed to tmportant political 
office. The president of the United States 
is much too honest, too brave, and too

Educate the negro at the 
expense of the whole nation. 

Sew up every pistol pocket 
south of Mason and Dixon’s 
line. 

Put a little black school 
house within sound of every 
plantation bell. 

Deprive the negro of his 
commanding position as the 
sole labor supply of the 
south. 

Plant industrial schools 
of the Tuskegee and Hamp- 
ton type in every black coun- 
ty of the south. 

Hang a few white men for 
murder now and then, just 
#s an example for their poor, 
black neighbors. 

Lynch no negro for any- 
thing except crimes against 
women, and then be sure you 
have the right negro. 

Stop public negro educa- 
tion with the grammar school 
and let all higher education 
be at private expense. 

To encourage white immi- 
gration to the south, dignify 
the condition of labor by el- 
evating the condition of the 
negro. 

Introduce white labor to 
relieve the congestion, de- 
velop southern industries and 
civilize the negro by asso- 
ciation. 

Keep the negro out of pol- 
itics in the south until the 
average of the.race is at least 
equal to that of the European 
immigrant of today. 

Do this by any means sat- 
isfactory to the rough and 
ready Anglo-Saxon mind and 
patch up the constitution af- 
terwards. 

Stop whining about the 
immorality of the negro un- 
til there are to be seen no 
injre mulatto children with 
white fathers. 

Chain up all anarchistic 
negro editors north of that 
line and put in comfortable 
asylums southern statesmen 
who oppose the education of 
the negro. 

Treat the negro as a man 
end not as a baby. Punish 
him when he does wrong, re- 
ward him for right living, 
but, above all, teach him mo- 
rality and justice by the ex- 
ample of the white man. 

Remember always that the 
negro did not come to Ameri- 
ca of his own accord; that he 
has but recently escaped 
from the degradation of 
slavery, and that his vices 
and his follies, harassing 
though they be, certainly can 
be removed by wise educa- 
.onal methods adapted to 
his condition and persisted 
in for years and for genera- 
tions. 

Do these things today, 
and tomorrow the race quese 
tion will disappear. 
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mitted that the negro in the south has 
been injured and not bettered by the re- 
cent attitude of the present administra- 
tion. On the contrary. my personal ob- 
servation tends to show that the status 
of the negro in the south was far better 
and the relations betwéen whites and 
blacks much more cordial during the: 
last year of President McKinley’s ad- 
ministration than is the case today. 
What the negro in the south most 
needs today is not the ballot, but the 
spelling book. The dense ignorance of, 
the southern plantation negro is a dis- 
grace to the nation. ‘fhe south is in- 
different to it, because the negro, in all 
his slothfu] ignorance, has been a fa- 
miliar domestic animal for generations. 
Intelligent white men in the south, who 
really have the interests of the negro at 
heart, honestly belleve that the more ine 
black man is educated the worse he is 
off. Such a theory is an extraordinary 
absurdity and it is even more dangerous 
than the northern notion that the bet- 
terment of the negro is to be found in 
the ballot box. The black man can be 
successfully educated. The best fruits 
of industrial institutions Iike Hampton 
and Tuskegee, and even of the negro 
“‘universities’’ at Nashville and Atlanta, 
give the lie, daily and hourly, to this ec- 
centric revival of the dogina of the 
middle ages, that the working classes 
are injured by education. : 
The south was despoiled by the war. 
Its fields were desolated, its plantations 
ruined, its capital dissipated, and its 
young men made old before their time 
through the hardships of soldiering. To- 
day the south is prospering, but it has no 
reserve capital of its own. In fact, it is 
just beginning to save. Its public funds 
are small. Its tax levies are necessarily 
meager, but its needs are great. To ask 
the south, unaided, to vducate the negro 
is a cruel injustice. The negroes cannot 
educate themselves, because they are 
hopelessly poor and pitifully ignorant. 
The solution is sufficiently obvious. 
Government Should Educate. 
The national government should do the 
educating.» Why is it not entirely feasi- 
ble to stamp out Illiteracy as one stamps 
out an epidemic of smallpox? Inoculate 
the whole negro race with the bacillus 
of education. Put a country school house 
within every walking distance of every 
group of negro cabins, and compel every 
little darky between the ages of 6 and 
16 to go to school a prescribed number 
of wecks in every year, The result would 
be in a single generation of time the 
creation of a new American negro race. 
The south is today opposed to the gen- 
eral education of the négro, but it also 
opposed his freedom. The negro leaders, 
save Booker Washington, want universi- 
ties instead of school houses, treatises 
on légic and tables of logarithms instead 
of spelling books and arithmetics; but 
these poor black people are but another 
illustration of the familiar truth that “a 
littie knowledge is a dangerous thing.” . 
The great, rich, progressive, educated | 
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graded, immoral, improvident, and dense, 
it is the fault of the north, which struck 
the shackles from his feet and then left 
him to shift for himself, a hopeless 
foundling in an unfriendly world. The 
black man did not come to America of 
himself. He ig not an immigrant. He was 
brought here by force, and it is only fair 
that he should be given at least an equa] 
show in the community. 

It is quite feasible and it is entirely 
legal for the nation to attack the terrible 
illiteracy of the south, and it should do so 
without regard either for the obsolete op- 
position of the southern whites or for the 
ignorant indifference of the southern 
blacks. | 

Meanwhile, let us suppress both the 
negro editor and the northern politician. 
Encourage White Labor in the South. 

The south needs more and better labor. 
The industria; and commercial develop- 
ment of that section cannot proceed with- 
out a much more abundant labor supply, 
and this can be secured only through the 
encouragement of white immigrants from 
Europe. Iron and coal will not come out 
of the ground of themselves, and the ne- 
gro population of the south Is today 
wholly insufficient to till the fields. For- 
eign white labor will not go to the south 
unti] conditions there as to the treatment 
of laboring men are greatly bettered. 
That can be done only by bettering the 
condition of the negro himself, so that 
foreign white men will be content to work 
by his side. 

Lynchings, I firmly belfeve, are ephem- 
eral episodes, so far as the great race 
question is concerned. An accurate rece 
ord of all such outbreaks wil] show be- 
yond peradventure that the great ma- 
jority were not provoked by the crime of 
assault, nor even for insults to white 
women. On the contrary, in four out of 
five cases noted in the newspapers it wil] 
be discovered that negroes were lynched 
for robberies. arson, attacks upon whita 
men, and even for mere threats. There 
are, unfortunately, too many cases of as- 
faults upon white women and children by 
negro men, but the number is extremely 
smail as compared with the number of 
lynchings. It is also suspicious that when- 
ever a lynching» party starts out on a 
search for a criminal it “generally gets 
fome higger,’’ as one of my informants 
put it. That is to say, no man can tell 
how many times the wrong négro is 
lynched. The darkies have repeatediv 
told me of horrible mistakes of this kind, 
and I believe they told the truth. 

White men are not lynched in the 
south. What is more, a white man who 
kilis a white man in the south is not or- 
dinarily punished by process of law. This 
i8 a Sweeping statement, but it is true, 
and the files of southern hewspapers will 
prove it. 

Stop Pistol Carrying. 

The pistol-carrying habit in the south is 
a disgrace to that community. It began 
among the whites and has now been gen- 
erally adopted by the negroes themselves. 
The south ought to put a stop to it at 
once. It should punish the carrying of 
concealed weapons with a term in the 
penitentiary, and it should try and hang 
murderers according to the law and the 
evidence, whether they. be white or black. 
If that be done, and if the lynchings are 
ilmited to the proved cases of outrageous 
assaults upon women, the necessity for 
these illegal murders will goon disappear. 

From all 1 can learn, practically ali the 
assaults cn women are by the most ig- 
norant 2nd the most brutal] of the n-- 
groes. In the cities such crimes are gen- 
erally unknown. The victims are always 
found in isolated places, and the criminal 
in almost every instance is a black negro 
of the mcst ignorant agricultural type. 

It is quite evident, therefore, that with 
the progress of education the one great 
crime which has been made. and often- 
times properly, the justification for lynch- 
ings will disappear, so that when the 
south improves its genera! administration 
of criminal law and applies it equally to 
white and black, lynchings themselves 
will cease as merely ephemeral manifesta- 
tions of a disjointed race episode. 

Finally, let me reiterate the declaration 
‘hat the cnly permanent settlement of tha 
race question in America Must come 
through ‘the e:evation of the negro: that 
this must proceed from the ground up 
through the. district schvol, and not 
through the university, and «hat the peo- 
ple of New York and of Hlinois and of 
Oregon, are quite as responsible for negro 
illiterafy as the people of Georgia and 
Arkansas. 

The uplittirg of the negro must be done 
by the nation, and it must be done with- 
Out regard to the innate indifference vf 
the southern negroes or the fatuous op- 

Sition of the southern whites.

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MOSQUITO SINGS. 
CITY SUFFERS 


Stay of Pest in Atlanta 
Seems. To Be 
Indefinite. 


The attention of all Atlanta is at pres- 
ent directed toward the mosquito prob- 
lem, with the object of suppressing the 
mosquito by fair means or foul. 

Millions of these pests have , 
down upon Atlanta, from where no 
knows, and the army of invasion 
spread to every section of the city. 

The usual methods of putting an 
to the mosquito have failed this fall, 
only he who is protected by strong 
closely woven netting ts safe. 

Mosquito lotion and screens have both 
failed to offer any particular advantage 
and houses that are well screened are now 
well filled with hundreds of humming 
pests, The devouring hunger which they 
manifest ,andicates that they have jour- 
neyed long and are in a half starved 
condition. Failing to secure blood, they 
are satistied with mosquito lotion as a 
substitute. 

The health department of Atlanta has 
been making strenuous effortg to prevent 
the hatching of more mosquitoes, but 
their efforts have failed. The usual pre- 
cautions have been taken, and every day 
men are kept busy pouring oil on troubled 
ponds and on cesspools. But still the 
mosquitoes come. 

Complaint has been made by many to 
The Constitution, by ’phone and by let- 
ter, that the sanitary department has not 
flushed the sewers to an extent that the 
Seriousness of the situation warrants. 
But investigation develops the fact that 
the department has adopted all known 
means and has been mere active tRan 
ever before in its efforts to put the mos- 
quito out of existence. 

Health Department Busy. 

“The city has spent more money this 
year in fighting the mosquito than ever 
before,” said Health Officer Kennedy yes- 
terday. “All the ponds and cesgpools 
about the city have been covered with 
oil, but there has been no noticeabje de- 
crease in the number of mosquitoes. The 
results have been so poor that it almost 
seems a waste of money, but the work 
will be continued in the hope that it will 
finally prove too much fof the mosquito. 
The sewers are flushed with more fre- 
quency than ever before, and I hardly 
believe that the mosquitoes come from 
the sewers. There are a number of ponds 
about the city, and, doubtless, the warm 
weather has caused the mosquitoes tb 
hatch out. Usually the raing wash out 
these places before the mosquitoes have 
an opportunity to hatch. In the pres- 
ent case, however, the dry weather has 
continued so long that the mosquitoes 
have had sufficient opportunity to get 
in their annoying work.’’ 

The effect of the invasion of the mos- 
quitoes is felt worse at the police bar- 
racks than, perhaps, in any other local- 
ity in the city. Beneath the barracks is 
a large pond, and from this it is said 
mosquitoes pour forth by the thousands. 
There is no possible way jn which to keep 
the pests out of the building, and kero- 
sene Oi) and mosquito lotion are freely 
used.

Westmoreland Is. Elected Pres- 
ident and Harris Secretary 


Bylaws Adopted and Committees 
Named To Prepare Rules and 
Regulations for the Board’s 
Government—Will Deal 
with Smallpox. 


| 


Organization of the state board of health 
was perfected yesterday by the election of 
Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland, of Atlanta, 
president, and Dr. H. F. Harris, also of 
this eity, secretary. 

The permanent organization of the 
board was. perfected in a brief executive 
session, which was presided over by Dr. 
A. P. Taylor, of Thomasville; Dr, R. M. 
Harbin, of Rome, acting as secretary. 
After the election of Dr. Harris as secre- 
tary he was summoned by telephone and 
the further work of organization was 
proceeded with. The session of the board 
was held in the senate chamber at the 
capitol. 

Dr. Harris, secretary of the, board, is 
a son of Judge 8. W. Harris, of the 
Coweta circuit. He has been in Atlanta 
about three years, and prior to coming 
here was connected with Jefferson Medi- 
cal college, Philadelphia, Pa., as assistant 
professor of pathology and bacteriology. 
Since his residence in Atlanta he has been 
a member of the faculty of the Atlanta 
College of Physicians and Surgeons and is 
the city bacteriologist and chemist. Dr. 
Harris is the possessor Of a splendidly 
eqtipped bacteériologica! laboratory which 
will prove of great.value in his work for 
the state. 

In his positicn of secretary Dr. Harris 
will be, in effect, the state health officer, 
and all of the executive work of the 
board will devolve upon him. He will have 
an office in the capitol and it wil] be his 
duty to see that the rules and regulations 
prescribed by the board under the law 
creating it are carried out. 

All of the members of the board were 
present with the exception of Dr. W. W. 
Owens, of Savannah, who has not yet re- 
turned frcm his summer vacation trip. He 
has notified the governor, however, of his 
acceptance of the appointment. 

Bylaws Are Adopted. 

The first business transacted after the 
election of permanent officers was the 
adoption of provisicnal by-laws which are 
to goverr the boa temporarily. These 
can be changed or added to at any time 
by a vote of a majority of the board. 
These by-laws were presenied and read 
Ly Dr. J. B. Morgan, of Augusta. 

The by-iaws provide that there shall be 
two set meetings of the board yearly, and 
such called meetings as may be necessary. 
Called meetings are to be called by the 
president with the approval of the gover- 
nor. The sel meetings are to be on the 
first Tuesdays after the first Mondays in 
January and June, the former to be the 
annual meeting of the board. 

The president is to serve for two years 
and in his aosence a president pro tem. 
is to be clected At each annual meeting 
the president is to submit an address, if 
he so desires, immediately following the 
reading of the minutes. 

The by-laws provide for the appointment 
by tho president of ten standing commit- 
tees on the following subjects: !. Exevu- 
tive committee; 2. Water supply, drain- 
age, sewerage, etc.; 3. Preventable dis- 
eases, disinfection, supervision of travel 
and traffic; 4. Elygiene and sanitation of 
schools ond public buildings: 5. Regis- 
tration and vital statistics; 6. Quaran- 
tine of Georgia border; 7. Public health 


legislation; 8. Foods and drinks and their 


adulterations; 9. Finances of the board; 
10. Relaticns of preventable sickness to 
taxation. 

The by-laws provide that the secretary 
shall make an annual report on the work 
of the year. The other usual provisions 
are made for the government of the board 
in minor details. 


and Regulations. 

Thrée committees were then appointed 
for the purpose of looking into the matter 
of formeulating rules and regulations for 
the government of the board. An outline 
of the work to be considéred had been 
prepared by Dr: Westmoreland, and a 
copy of this was placed in the hands of 
each committee. 

To the’ first committee was given th% 
question of rules and regulations govern- 
ing the board and its general powers in 
dealing with infectious and contagious 
diseases. This committee was composed 
of Dr. Charles Hicks, of Dublin; Dr. 8. 
C. Benedict, of Athens; Dr. J. B. Morgan, 
of Augusta. and Dr. Howard J. Williams, 
of Rome. The second committee, composed 
of Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary; Dr. W. 
W. Stewart, of Columbus, and Dr. R. M. 
Harbin, of Rome, was given the work in 
connection with bacteriology and quaran- 
tine matters. The third committee, com- 
posed of Dr. A. P. Taylor, of Thomas- 
ville; Dr. Giles Hatheock, of Bellton, and 
Dr, M. S. Brown, of Fort Valley, had to 
deal with vital statistics and kindred sub- 
jects. Dr Westmoreland was ex-officio a 
member of each of these committees. 

These committees also will take up the 
question of the best rules and regulations 
for the government of the board in all its 
work, and they have before them the 
rules and regulations of health boards of 
other states. 

After the adjoutnment of the board the 
committees met in room 620 at the Pied- 
mont hotel and were busy all the after- 
noon perfecting the plans under which 
the board will work. The board will reas- 
semble this morning for the purpose of 
hearing the reports of these committees 
and adopting them with whatever changes 
may be jAcemed advisable. 

To Deal with Smallpox. 

The work of the health board, of course, 
covers a wide range, but just at the pres- 
ent time its most important duty will be 
in relation to smallpox, which exists in 
many counties of the state.

“If I only knew what kind f cock- 
spurs he meant,” ‘said Captain R,. F. 
Wright, almost in distraction, as he lpok- 
ed up from the Century dictionary and 
several books on weeds which he was 
eagerly studying, “I might know what 
to say to him. But with that telegram 
I don’t know whetber to tell him to 
cut them off or to dig them up.” 

Captain Wright again dug oyt the dic- 
tionary definition of a cockspur. He 
found it meant a horny protuberance that 
grows On the male bird; also, a sort of 
thorn or thistle; also, a small shell fish; 
also, several other things. 

Which of these did Colone] Stovall want 
to eradicate? That was the puzzling 
question. 

Finally a copy of Colonel Stovall’s pa- 
per, The Savannah Press, was secured,

Why, then cut ’em down 
Migain and keep on cutting ‘em down 
until] they don’t come up any more.”

MANY STILLS 
WERE CAPTURED 


Six Hundred Illegal Distill- 
eries Destroyed in Geor- 
gia Last Year, 


Internal Revenue Agent David A. Gates 
prepared some interesting statistics for 
The Constitution yesterday, showing the 
number of illicit distilleries that have -beep 
captured by the men of his department 
in Georgia, Alabama, Fiorida and north- 
ern Mississippi during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1903. 

The total number of illicit distilleries 
captured in Georgia was 600. Of this 
number 300 were captured during the 
first six months of the year and 300 dur- 
ing the last six months. This shows an 
increase in Georgia over the previous 
year, as the number was something over 
500. 

The total number captured in Alabama 
was 1/12; in Florida 16, and in the north- 
ern part of Mississippi 5. 

During the year Agent Gates made 
rious distilleries in Georgia to the amount 
of $18,490.99, This amount of taxes was 
assessed upon and collected from distil- 
leries that were operating under govern- 
ment license, but which had not paid all 
the tax according to law. 

In Alabama the amount of legal tax 
which had been dodged by the distilleries 
and collected by Agent Gates was $28, - 
368.43; in Florida $2,296.61; in the north- 
ern district of Mississippi $1,803.37. 

The total amount of {illicit whisky seized 
in the four states was nearly 6,000 gal- 
lons. 

The. total number of arrests made in the 
different states was: In Georgia 158: Al- 
abama 87; Florida 6, and Mississippi 3. 
These numbers do not indicate the ac- 
tual number of arrests made, but the 
number made at the time the stills were 
captured.

ENTERED BY ENGLISH WOMEN

ONDON, August 31.—John Bull has 
been at some pains to gather figures 
about queer employments for won- 
en in hig domains, and the results are 
surprising. It appears that in England 
and Wales alone there are nearly 44,000 
women bootmakers, 3,239 ropemakers, 
4,730 saddle makers, 5,140 who make a liv- 
ing by gardening, 3,850 butchers, 27,707 
who keep body and soul together by tend- 
ing bar, nearly 3,000 cycle makers, and— 
the highest figure of all—117,640 tailors.

The 
channe] wiil be made deeper by a system 
of locks and dams‘to be placed on the 
river. When completed the depth of the 
river will be uniform and easily naviga- 
ble at any season of the vear, Three 
lines of passenger and freight steam- 
boats are regularly in operation on the 

Cape Fear from here to Fayettevilie. 

Acting upon the recommendation of the 
chief of United States engineers, con- 
gress appropriated $1,350,000 for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the praposed plan. 
There will be three big locks, eacH to cost 
$450,000, Captain Burbank will at once 
begin the construction of a large house 
boat at Fayetteville to be used by him- 
self and party in making the preliuninary 
survey of the river and locating the locks, 
The amount of money now available to 
begin the work is $50,000. 

This is one of the most important un- 
dertakings made possible by the govern- 
ment in North Carolina and when the 
system of locks is completed inland water 
commerce will be greatly advanced.

Hartford, Conn., September 10.—Some 
royal racing was seen at Charter Oak 
park today by the ten thousand persons 
in attendance, ‘It was all confined, how- 
ever, to the Charter Oak stake event, 
in which a field of twelve horses parti- 
cipated, BYly Buck carrying off the hon- 
ors and the big end of the purse by 
winning all three heats. Smathers’ bay 
gelding wags compelled to use every inch 
of speed he possessed to accomplish 
what he did. Both Walnut Hall and 
Hawthorne pushed him so hard that 
whipping fintshes characterized every con- 
test, the leaders being neck and neck as 
they raced under the wire. 

In each heat the first horse received 
$1,500 and the second $500. The re- 
maining $4,000 was then divided accord- 
ing to the summary at the conclusion of 
the third heat, $2,000 going to the first 
horse, $900 to the second, $600 to the 
third and $500 to the fourth.
